Pride in Barry 
chairman is 
stepping down 
after 13 years 
service to town 


THE Pride in 
Barry (PIB) 
chairman, Paul 
Haley, who helped 
secure millions of 
pounds in funding 
for the town, is 
standing down - 
after 13 years in 
the role. 

Paul, a local 
businessman, joined 
Pride In Barry in 1999, 
in his then capacity as 
president of Barry 
Chamber of Trade. He 


relinquished that 
position in 2003 when 
he took over as Pride in 
Barry chair from the 
late Derek Bryar. 

Prior to that, Paul had 
been chair of Barry 
Island Traders from 
1996 to 2000, having 
established Barry Island 
Rollerdome in 1993 as 
one of the first wave of 
new business attractions 
under the Barry 
Regeneration 
Programme, which 
began on Barry Island.

Barry Regeneration for 
23 years, Mr Haley told 
The GEM: “I have had 
the good fortune to 
work with many 
excellent proud 
Barrians, who have 
been dedicated to 
seeking improvement to 
our wonderful town 
throughout a major 
regeneration 
programme. 

“All have been 
unpaid volunteers, who 
rightly believe that 
Barry can be better. I 
thank my fellow 
committee members, 
and everyone who has 
supported me during my 
time as chairman.” 

Paul said his 
resignation was tinged 
with sadness that some 
of the organisation’s 
members were no 
longer around to see the 
impact it had made.

Panic over., after dog 
owners were warned 
'don't use local beaches' 


DOG owners in Barry were 
warned to stay away from 
beaches earlier this week - 
but the alert was called off 
after tests. 

On Monday (January 25) the Vale 
Council started an investigation when 
a number of dogs became unwell, after 
being walked on the beach at 
Whitmore Bay, Barry Island. 

However, on Wednesday morning, 
the Vale Council gave the all clear, 
saying; “Water samples were analysed 
and the beach itself thoroughly 
inspected. 

“The council has also contacted 


local vets and spoken to the owners 
who had reported that their dogs had 
become ill. 

“The tests found no contaminants in 
the water at either Whitmore Bay, 
Barry Island’s main beach, or nearby 
Jacksons Bay. The water quality at 
both was found to be of a level 
expected for the time of year. 

“The inspection of the beaches 
found no evidence of any unusual 
substance, such as the vegetable oil 
that was found in the area in 2013, to 
have washed up on either. 

“Both beaches will now be raked 
and cleaned as a precautionary 
measure.”

Holocaust Memorial 
Day stark reminder 
of genocide horrors 


Y ESTERDAY’S 
Holocaust 
Memorial Day 
(Wednesday, January 27) 
was an important 
reminder of the need for 
us to think about those 
less fortunate than 
ourselves, what actions we 
can take to prevent 
genocide and mass 
murder in future, and how 
can we help those affected. 
Although the main focus of 


Holocaust Memorial Day is the 
deliherate and systematic 
slaughter of six million Jews 
during World War Two hy the 
Nazis, the exhihition which 
opened at Barry Library last 
weekend also reminds us that 
persecution of minority groups 
has taken place in many 
locations since then - including 
the Balkan Wars of the 1990s 
and in Rwanda. 

There are many conflicts 
and atrocities in the world, 
with Syria uppermost in our 
media coverage. Oxfam Cymru 
says Wales should provide 


support to 724 people per year 
to help the situation - that’s 
just 18 per year in the Vale of 
Glamorgan constituency, 
perhaps four or five families 
with children. 

When we see the war and 
starvation that these people 
face, accommodating and 
providing support to such 
small numbers shouldn’t be 
beyond our council to 
successfully organise.

I think that the merger 
would be a disaster for 
the Vale, inflating 
already excessive 
housing targets and 
taking accountability for 
decision making further 
away from local people.

Footpath survey will 
present a challenge 


R amblers 

UK’s survey of 
footpaths in 
Wales and England, 
the Big Pathwatch, is 
expected to be 
published in the 
spring. 

The survey was 
undertaken by volunteers 
who each adopted a 
number of one-kilometre 
squares from the 
Ordnance Survey map, 
and attempted to walk 
each footpath within 
their squares, recording 
comments on the Big 
Pathwatch website. 

The Glamorgan area 
was the most productive 
in Wales, with 42 per 
cent of the squares (940 
out of 2,243) surveyed, 
but the area is also 
blessed with 13 
individual rambler 
groups. 

Within Glamorgan, 


Bridgend county 
borough has had 61 per 
cent (150 of its 246 
square kilometres) 
surveyed. 

We await the final 
report to see how many 
issues there are to be 
resolved. The challenge 
will then be to see how 
BCBC and the local 
landowners respond to 
the findings. 

Walking is an 
important means of 
maintaining and 
developing good 
health - both physical 
and mental. Footpaths 
are vital assets that need 
to be maintained for 
residents, and 
increasingly as a means 
of attracting visitors and 
tourists, to enjoy what 
we have to offer and 
assist our economy.

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A DAD of four 
from Barry has 
won theatre roles 
and been mistaken 
for actor and singer 
John Barrowman 
since losing 9st 21bs. 
And now he’s 
taking on another 
leading role after 
being named 
Slimming World’s 
Mr Sleek 2016. 

At his heaviest, 

Martin Woodsford 
weighed more than 24 st 
and suffered a string of 
health problems 
including diabetes, high 
blood pressure, asthma, 
sciatica and severe back 
pain, which left him 
fearing he wouldn’t be 
around to see his 
children grow up. 

‘FLUCTUATED’ 

Since dropping to 14st 
131bs and losing 12 
inches from his waist, 
the 43-year-old has 
fallen back in love with 
musical theatre and 
regularly gets compared 
to the Torchwood star. 

Martin says his 
weight problems began 
after an abusive 
childhood and he 
fluctuated in size 
throughout his teens, 20s 
and early 30s. However, 
it was after his triplets - 
Harvey, Maisie and 
Maxwell - were bom in 
2008 that he saw his 
weight increase 
dramatically. 

“They were bom three 
months premature and 
suffered varying degrees 
of health problems. It 
was a very difficult time 
and I practically lived at 
the hospital, so my 
eating habits suffered 
badly.” 

As time went on, 
Martin’s weight 
impacted on his physical 
and emotional health. 

He explained: 
“Because of all of my 
health issues I was a 
regular visitor to 
hospital, I was in a bad 
way and I started to 
genuinely worry that I 
was going to die. I was 
so ashamed of myself 
that I didn’t want to 
leave the house, and I 
had no energy to do 
anything so I’d just sit 
on the sofa and eat junk 
food every night. It was 
a vicious cycle.” 

‘Fought’ 

However, in January 
2012 that all changed. 

He said: “I woke up one 
morning and something 
just clicked. I thought 
about the way the 
triplets had fought for 
their lives and I knew it 
was time for me to start 
fighting for me. I didn’t 
want to leave any of my 
children without a father. 
My CP had previously 
recommended Slimming 
World and a few friends 
had been members, so I 
decided to give it a try.” 

Martin, who also has 
a 16-year-old daughter 
Rosie, joined his local 
Slimming World group 
in Newport, before 
relocating to Barry. He 
began following 
Slimming World’s Food 
Optimising healthy 


eating plan, which 
Martin discovered was a 
world away from the 
restrictive diets and 
quick-fixes - including 
diet pills - he’d tried 
before. 

As well as changing 
his eating habits, Martin 
increased his fitness 
levels. Fncouraged by 
his Slimming World 
consultant Joanne Fvans 
and the rest of the Barry 
group, he started by 
walking for around 15 
minutes each day and 
slowly increased how 
much he was doing. 

He also joined a gym 
with his partner of two 
years Neil Hopkin- 
Thomas, and even 
signed up to jazz and tap 
dance classes at the 
Sharon Fitzgerald 
School of Dance at the 
Dolman Theatre in 
Newport. 

He said: “I feel like a 
completely different 
person. I used to 
struggle to keep up with 
the children but now I’m 
the one tiring them out, 
and I’ve started 
performing again too. 
When I was bigger I 


used to always playing 
the comedic roles and 
hiding behind my jolly 
persona, but inside I felt 
ashamed at how big I’d 
let myself become - now 
I’ve won a few leading 
man roles and I love 
being on the stage again. 

“In fact. I’ve even 
been mistaken for John 
Barrowman a few times 
which is incredible, 
because he’s one of my 
idols and I’ve love to 
meet and sing with him 
one day.” 

Martin is next set to 
appear as Simpson in 
Singin’ in the Rain with 
CentreStage Cymru at 
the Dolman Theatre, 
Newport in April. 

He added: “I couldn’t 
believe it when I heard 
I’d been named 
Slimming World’s Mr 
Sleek. While I’ve still 
got a little way to go - 
I’d like to lose another 
stone or so - it makes 
me realise how far I’ve 
come. I know I’ll never 
go back to the old 
Martin and I truly 
believe that if I can do 
this, absolutely anyone 
can.”

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When crossing River 
Severn proved a 
major undertaking 


THE recent Barry Men’s 
Forum speaker was Mike 
Cheeseman, who related a 
brief account of the history of 
crossing the River Severn. 

He started his talk with the traffic 
chaos caused by the Chepstow Bridge 
bottleneck on weekends and bank 
holidays. The only alternative to the 
one-hour traffic delay was the Awst to 
Beechley Car Ferry. The ferry ceased 
operating in 1966 when the first 
Severn Road Bridge became 
operational. 

Mike then mentioned that 
passenger ferries and paddle steamers 
were a very popular method of 
transport for crossing the Severn for 
many decades, and are still a much- 
used means of transport today. 

There was a huge row in 
Parliament as to whether a bridge or 
tunnel should be built to shorten the 
railway journey between England and 
Wales. It was decided a bridge would 
be the quicker option. Construction 
of the Severn Railway Bridge started 
in 1876; it took three years to 
complete and opened in 1879. 

The main disadvantage of the 
bridge was that it only had a single 
railway track. Unfortunately, it was 
badly damaged when two barges 
collided with it in thick fog on 
October 25, 1960. Two spans of the 
bridge were destroyed and it was 
never repaired. 

In 1964, it was planned to 
dismantle the bridge, and this work 
took three years. Some of the longer 
bridge spans were sold and used 
elsewhere to cross rivers and streams, 
but the bulk of the steel from the 
bridge was sold for scrap. 

Meanwhile, back in the 1800s, 


plans were going ahead to construct a 
Severn railway tunnel. 

Sam Robinson was appointed the 
project manager. Work commenced 
on the tunnel in 1873; its progress 
was delayed when the tunnel was 
flooded when it struck an 
underground spring in 1880. 

This delayed the project by a year 
until the tunnel was sealed and then it 
could be pumped out. It was 
completed in 1883, and is still in 
excellent working order. 

Work on the first Severn Road 
Bridge started in 1962, and it took 3.5 
years to complete at a cost of £8 
million. When it opened in 1965, the 
toll charge was 2 shillings and 6 
pence per car. It was estimated that 
17,000 cars a day used the bridge. 

The second Severn Road Bridge 
was opened in June 1996. It was 
constructed at a cost of £330 million 
and it is estimated that 20,000 cars a 
day use the bridge. The toll cost per 
car is now £6.60. The government 
were to scrap the toll charges in 2015, 
but this was postponed until 2018. 
There appears to be a shortfall in 
payback money of £80 million which 
will delay the scrapping of the toll 
charges for several more years, 
possibly as long as 2020. 

Next week’s speaker, on February 
4, is Glen Booker who will be 
speaking on the topic of ‘Barry in 
World War Two’.

ENJOYING A MISTY 
WALK ON THE GOWER 


A GROUP of 13 
walkers from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers, 
glad to be out in the 
fresh air on a fairly 
dry morning, joined 
leader Joy for a trip 
down to south 
Gower under 

gloomy skies and 
thick mist which 
lifted upon their 
arrival at Penmaen. 

Following the road 
down to the coastal path 
above Little Tor and 
walking westwards, a 
descent through sandy 
dunes and woodland was 
followed by a morning 
break. 

Circumnavigating a 
blocked path through the 
dunes because of deep 
surface water forming a 
huge pond, and reaching 
the footbridge over the 
Nicholaston Pill River, 
the long stretch of sandy 
beach at Oxwich Bay 
with its ebbing tide lay 
ahead of them, leading 
them to Oxwich village. 

Tramping along the 
lane through the village, 
several residents were 
out clearing debris from 
roadside drains following 
overnight rainfall. 

They headed uphill 
past the old 17th century 
farmhouse and 

outbuildings of Pitt 
Farm - Penrice Green 
and the delightful Church 
of St Andrew soon came 
into view. 

The Penrice estate 


came into the ownership 
of a Norman knight after 
the conquest who 
assumed the name de 
Penrice, and an 
earthwork castle was 
built close to what is now 
Penrice village, followed 
by a stone castle in the 
13th century. 

After the male line of 
this family died out, 
firstly the estate passed 
into the Mansel family 
and later into the Talbot 
family by marriage. 

Opposite a gateway 
into the estate lies the 
Millwood, once part of 
the Penrice estate which 
was severely depleted of 
its ancient native trees 
after they were cut down 
by a timber merchant in 
the 1950s. 

Venturing to the 
millpond, the benches 
came in handy for a 
lunch break. 

They headed up a 
rough woodland track 
and a lane with deep 
puddles onto a much 
firmer surface and 
climbed gradually uphill 
through Little 

Reynoldston to join part 


of the long distance 
Gower Way. 

It led them eastwards 
along the ridgeway of 
Cefn Bryn. The mist and 
drizzle had set in, 
blocking out the 
surrounding views as 
they made a return back 
to their start point for the 
journey home.

UKIP councillor in ‘quit’ 
threat if party ‘parachutes 
in’ outside candidates 


A well known UKIP councillor in 
the Vale, Kevin Mahoney, has 
said he will quit the party if 
Assembly candidates are 
“parachuted into Wales” from 
other parts of the UK. 

Emphasising it wasn’t “an English- 
Welsh thing”, Coun Mahoney said his 
objection was to non-local people 
suddenly turning up in the hope of 
representing areas where local members 
had done the hard work. 

Pollsters believe UKIP could win as 
many as eight Welsh Assembly seats, and 
there has been speculation that former 
Tory MP Neil Hamilton and former UKIP 


by 
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MP Mark Reckless, who represented 
English constituencies in Parliament, 
along with Alexandra Phillips from 
Gloucester, could be named on regional 
lists. 

Coun Mahoney, who has been ratified 
as UKIP’s first candidate on the South 
Wales Central list, told The GEM: “It is a 
matter of principle to me. I don’t think 
that people like Neil Hamilton and Mark 
Reckless should be foisted on the party in 
Wales. 

“It is not right that Welsh-based 
candidates might be bumped down the 


list. Some people within the party seem to 
be under the delusion that Neil Hamilton 
and Mark Reckless are household figures 
and will draw votes.” 

The final decision on who represents 
UKIP in the Assembly elections will be 
made by the party’s national executive 
committee. 

Coun Mahoney said he had always 
disliked the way the major parties had 
been prone to inflicting outside candidates 
on constituencies. 

“Unfortunately, it seems the party 
(UKIP) may be falling for the same sort 
of political cronyism.” 

The Welsh Assembly elections take 
place on May 5.

S HOCK, dismay 
and anger has 
been widely 
expressed with the 
announcement last 
week that the Barry 
Crown Post Office on 
Holton Road has been 
earmarked for closure. 

It is hard to believe that 
such a plan can be devised 
by the Post Office with no 
regard for the importance of 
the Crown Post Office for 
the people of Barry, (the 
largest town in Wales) 
customers and local 
businesses and no 
consultation with the Welsh 


Government. With the loss 
of post offices in Highlight 
Park and Colcot Road and 
now the threat to the central 
Crown Post Office opposite 
the Civic Offices, in the 
main shopping area of 
Barry, served by road and 
rail, this is a devastating 
sign of ignorance and 
disregard by the Post Office 
who want to ‘outsource’ 
nearly 100 Crown Post 
Offices across the UK. 

This is simply 

unacceptable and also shows 
how little the Post Office 
cares about this vital service 
or its workforce. 

Last week I met Post 
Office representatives and 


expressed my views and said 
I would campaign against 
the closure of the Crown 
Post Office in Barry. 

I also contacted the 
Communication Workers 
Union and they told me they 
would be campaigning 
locally and nationally in 
defence of the Crown 
Network -describing the 
plans as "blatant 
privatisation.”

At the 
same time 
that this bad 
news hit us, 
the people of 
Llantwit 
Major and 
surrounding 
villages were 
facing the 


closure of yet another bank 
with the announcement that 
Barclays would be closing 
its branch in March. 

This follows the closure 
of the Natwest Branch in 
November. The campaign to 
keep the Natwest open was 
supported by local people, 
businesses and charities with 
the Town Council in full 
support of the campaign. 

I forwarded an Impact 
Assessment supported by 
Councillor Gywn John 
detailing the evidence we 
had collected about the 
negative impact the Natwest 
closure would have and we 
proposed a way forward for 
the bank to remain open on 
a part-time basis with a local 
business - all ignored by 
Natwest. 

We will do the same with 
Barclays and we have added 
to the evidence about the 
difficulties for churches, 
charities and events like the 
Victorian Fair where cash is 
collected and needs to be 


banked quickly and 
accurately. I have also met 
with the bank and Post 
Office to discuss how this 
can be handled. 

The question being asked 
in Llantwit is, will Lloyds 
stay open? 

This week, I had the 
following message from 
manager Simeon Morrison 
Brown of Lloyds: would 
like to first assure you that 
we have no current plans to 
close branches in your 
constituency?' 

We must hold Lloyds 
Bank to that promise. 

I am also meeting the 
CEO of the Principality 
Building Society next week 
to discuss ways in which 
they can help to serve the 
people of Llantwit with the 
financial services they 
should be entitled to.

McKay’s quirky financial drama 
is a hugely impressive film... 


F ilms about 
the financial 
crash of 2008 
have been few, but 
have certainly been 
impressive, in 
particular JC 
Chandor’s Margin 
Call - a weighty 
effort that was 
heavy on detail. 

When it was 
announced that Adam 
McKay (director of 
Anchorman, amongst 
other comedies) was 
taking on Michael 
Lewis’ non-fiction book 
about the crash. The Big 
Short, it was interesting 
to see how he would 
approach it, given his 
comedic background. 

Certainly not short of 
a stellar cast, the film 
follows Michael Burry 
(Christian Bale), Mark 
Baum (Steve Carell), 
Jared Vennett (Ryan 
Gosling), Ben Rickert 
(Brad Pitt), Jamie 
Shipley (Finn Wittrock) 
and Charlie Geller 
(John Magaro), who all 
sense that the global 
economy is poised on 
the precipice of 
collapse. 

Investing against the 
economy, they are 
thrown into the muddy, 
murky world of 
banking, knowing they 
could see themselves 
profit inunensely from 
other people’s 


misfortune... 

If terms like 
‘ mortgage-backed 
security’, ‘collateralized 
debt obligation’ and 
‘synthetic CDO’ leave 
you scratching your 
head then have no fear, 
for The Big Short isn’t 
about to lord its 
intellect over us lesser- 
minded folk. 

Instead, thanks to 
Adam McKay’s fizzy 
and impressive 
direction, and a script 
that manages to strike 
the fine balance of 
being clever and witty 
on such a serious 
subject matter, it’s a 
film that deconstructs 
just why the world’s 
economy fizzled out; 
and, while not being 
shy in blaming the 
bankers responsible, 
concentrates on those 
who could see it 
coming and were 
marginalised in their 
attempts to try and do 
something. 

It’s something of 
ananti-hero tale; after 
all, for all the 
protestations of these 
men, they still earned a 
pretty penny (or 
million) by instigating 
the ‘big short’ of the 
title, but it helps that 
the cast deliver such 
likeable, personable and 
well-tuned 
performances as the 
voices of reason. 

Christian Bale’s 


Michael Burry is deeply 
impressive, the epitome 
of a man who is hitting 
is head against the brick 
wall of finance but 
whose obligations to his 
investors tears his 
loyalty, the actor 
essaying the character 
with aplomb. 

Steve Carell 
(showing a further 
penchant for the 
dramatic after last 
year’s Foxcatcher) is 
equally as good, his 
character’s background 
impacting on his desire 
to do the right thing as 
the heart of the film; 
while Ryan Gosling is 
coolly shifty, less 
morally-driven than the 
others but the character 
is given likeability by 
Gosling’s smooth 
performance. 

Brad Pitt’s small role 
is executed well, while 
the lesser-known Finn 
Wittrock and John 
Magaro impress as 
idealistic young 
wannabes whose 
hunger and thirst for the 
financial sector land 
them smack bang in the 
middle of the economic 
maelstrom. 

What lingers the 
most from this film, 
however, is Adam 
McKay’s ascension 
from comedy director 
of note to someone 
more than capable of 
dealing in the world of 
the dramatic. Giving the

staid, contentious 
subject matter, the film 
doesn’t feel like an 
angry polemic against 
the world of banking, 
nor does it feel bogged 
down in detail, 
McKay’s visual 
dexterity giving the 
film a pace and that 
works beautifully. 

The small segments 
explaining some of the 
more trickier terms are 
delivered in a witty 
manner (Margot Robbie

loans for example), 
while the more 
ludicrous elements of 
the narrative are 
underpinned by the fact 
that, incredibly and as 
we all know too well, 
they really happened. 

While the film fizzes 
with energy and wit, it 
is weighted by the 
drama of the events 
leading to the crash and 
its impact. 

While McKay 
doesn’t lean too heavily 
on the human cost of 
what happened, 
examples of a family in 
risk of losing their 
house because of their 
landlord defaulting on 
his mortgage, or the 
stripper with five 
homes in danger of 
losing everything, 
showcase the human 
cost without overly 
labouring the point. 

It seemed unlikely 
that you could make a 
film about something so 
terrible without 
reverting to melodrama, 
but The Big Short’s ace 
card is that it doesn’t 
play too much to type; 


there are very few high- 
powered executives 
sweating over 
conference calls. 
Instead, by making the 
story more easy-going 
and looser, it plays to 
its strengths and 
delivers an impressive 
piece of work that is 
hugely watchable. 

VERDICT: A 
triumph of style and 
substance. The Big 
Short takes a look at the 
economic crisis of 2008 
and delivers something 
engaging, intelligent, 
witty and interesting. 

Boosted by stellar 
turns from a wonderful 
cast (most impressively 
Christian Bale and 
Steve Carell), and 
shored up by Adam 
McKay’s superb 
direction, this is a 
wonderful piece of 
cinema, getting under 
the detail to show the 
impact of what 
happened. 

Essential viewing.

Safer Vale 
team granted 
Criminal 
Behaviour 
Order by court 


CRITICS hit out 
this week after an 
Assembly 
committee 
described sale of 
publicly-owned 
land in Wales as 
“disturbing” and 
“cavalier”. 

Welsh Conservative 
leader Andrew RT 
Davies AM said: “One 
of the sites included land 
in Rhoose which South 
Wales Land 

Developments bought 
from the Welsh 
Government for £3m, 
but subsequently sold 
for £10.5m with no 
claw-back. 

“The public accounts 
committee’s report on 
the Regeneration 

Investment Fund for 
Wales’ (RIFW) land sale 
found there were major 
weaknesses in the 
oversight of the RIFW 
board by the Welsh 
Government. 

“This report raises 
deep concerns over the 
enormous lack of care 
taken by Welsh Labour 
ministers in the 
establishment of the 
Regeneration 
Investment Fund for 
Wales,” he claimed. 

“Essentially, it 


It was with great 
sadness that I 
heard of the death 
of a fellow 
adventurer, Henry 
Worsley, on 
January 24. 

Henry, who died in 
Chile, having been 
rescued only 30 miles 
from becoming the first 
person to complete an 
unsupported solo 
crossing of the Antarctic, 
was raising money for 
the Endeavour Fund. 

Henry Worsley began 
his journey on Berkner 
Island, Antarctica, and 
embarked upon an 
ambitious goal - 100 
years after Sir Ernest 
Shackleton’s ill-fated 
Endurance trip - to 
complete the first-ever 
solo unsupported and 
unassisted crossing of 
the Antarctic landmass. 

Having crossed 
Antarctica myself during 
December 2013, this 
tragic news really struck 
a chord. Antarctica is 
beautiful yet vicious, 
and any small mistake 
can cost a life. 

Dehydration and 
exhaustion led to 
Henry’s demise, and 
with the harsh Antarctic 
conditions, the human 
body doesn’t have long 
to survive. 

During my days on 
the polar plateau in 
driving snowstorms and 


confirms what we feared 
all along; that Welsh 
Labour ministers 

effectively sanctioned 
the sale of public land in 
Rhoose for peanuts with 
little to no oversight. 

“It’s an absolute 
disgrace and in total, the 
sale across Wales is the 
largest financial loss to 
taxpayers under this 
inept Labour regime. 

“Hardworking 
taxpayers deserve better 
and the First Minister 
needs to act in light of 
serious failures by his 
Government, including 
giving serious 

consideration to the 
political future of those 
involved in the sale of 
this land,” Mr Davies 
added. 

The GEM put the 
remarks to the Welsh 
Government, which 
emphasised that £165m 
will be released for 
regeneration projects 
across Wales in the 
coming year. 

A spokeswoman 
stated: “Following 

today's publication of 
the Public Accounts 
Committee's report into 
the Regeneration 

Investment Fund for 
Wales, it has been 


at minus 40 degrees, the 
urge to drink was not 
there, besides there was 
no available water 
source.

With Henry’s 
ambition of reaching his 
goal, I can see how, even 
as an experienced 
adventurer, he would 
have wanted to push on 
to meet his goal. 

Antarctica is a desert. 
There is very little 
precipitation in the 
atmosphere and in the 
snow, so dehydration is 
common. I remember 
having to melt 
approximately a cubic 
foot of ice to create one 
litre of water, which 
would take me about an 
hour. 

Due to the 

geographical position of 
Antarctica, altitude 
sickness is accentuated 
at the South Pole, which 
is very detrimental to the 
human body and coupled 
with dehydration, the 
consequences are fatal. 

All adventurers have 
one thing in common. 

We want to push 
boundaries and in doing 
so we near our limits. 
Unfortunately Henry 
found that limit.

The Minister for 
Communities Lesley 
Griffiths said: “Today's 
PAG report marks the 
final chapter in the 
investigations around 
RIFW. We are now in a 
position to take steps to 
release this significant 
funding to benefit 
community regeneration 
projects across Wales. 

“The triggering of 
further contractual 
payments in Cardiff and 
Monmouth should also 
generate significant 
additional funding for 
investment during the 
next Assembly term.” 

On Tuesday, First 
Minister Carwyn Jones 
apologised, telling AMs: 
^^The way RIFW was 
managed fell well below 
the standards we would 
expect as a Government 
and for that we are 
sorry.^’

THE Safer Vale 
Partnership has 
been granted a 
Criminal Behaviour 
Order (CBO) for a 
61-year-old man, 
Dennis Bracher. 

It was granted at 
Cardiff Magistrates 
Court on January 12 and 
is an order which is 
available on conviction 
for any criminal offence 
by any criminal court, 
introduced by the Anti¬ 
social Behaviour, Crime 
and Policing Act 2014 
(ABCPA2014,s.22) 
with effect from October 
20,2014. 

Mr Bracher has been 
a cause of anti-social 
behaviour within the 
Vale of Glamorgan since 
2010. He received a 
two-year CBO after his 
continued anti-social 
behaviour persistently 
caused harassment, 
alarm and distress to the 
community in the Vale. 

The CBO prohibits 
Mr Bracher as follows: 
Dennis Bracher will not 
consume alcohol in a 
public place in the Vale 
of Glamorgan that is not 
a public house or 
restaurant.

Warning »gns for 
Type-2 diabetes 


W ELL done to 
anyone near to 
completing Dry 
January, a great detox to 
start 2016 with! 

The focus of this month’s 
column is Type 2 diabetes and 
what we can do to help reduce our 
risks of succumbing to this 
debilitating condition. 

Diabetes is a condition where 
the amount of glucose in your 
blood is too high because the body 
cannot use it properly. This occurs 
when your pancreas doesn’t 
produce any insulin, or not enough 
insulin, to help glucose enter your 
body’s cells - or the insulin that is 
produced does not work properly 
(known as insulin resistance). 

There are 3.9 million people in 
the UK with diabetes and for 90 
per cent of those it’s Type 2. 

Many people have Type 2 
diabetes for years without realising 
because the early symptoms tend 
to be general. 

So what are the common 
symptoms of diabetes? 

Going to the toilet a lot, 
especially at night; 

Being really thirsty; 

Feeling more tired than usual; 
Losing weight without trying to; 
Genital itching or thrush; 

Cuts taking longer to heal. 
Blurred vision. 

What are the long term health 
problems with diabetes? 

It’s the most common cause of 
vision loss and blindness in people 
of working age. 

Diabetes is also responsible for 
most cases of kidney failure and 
lower limb amputation (other than 
accidents). 

People with diabetes are up to 
five times more likely to have 
cardiovascular disease (such as a 
stroke) than those without diabetes. 

So what can we do to try and 
prevent Type 2 diabetes? 

Eat a healthy balanced diet; lose 
weight (if you are overweight) and 
maintain a healthy weight; stop 
smoking (if you smoke); drink 
alcohol in moderation; and take 
plenty of regular exercise. 

To see what you can achieve, I 
would like to tell you about 
Richard Watson, a local gentleman 
who is 41. 

Two and a half years ago, 
Richard found he was falling 
asleep inappropriately and suffered 
with urinary frequency and thirst. 
His doctor found glucose in his

urine and a high blood sugar level. 

Richard was immediately put on 
a diabetic tablet called metformin. 
At this point he was 23 stone. Over 
the next two years, he made some 
dietary improvements and lost two 
and a half stone. His blood sugar 
dropped by half. 

Encouraged by these results, he 
joined a weight watching group 
where, after 17 weeks, he lost 
another 4 stone. 

His blood glucose is now at the 
low end of normal and his 
metformin medication has been 
reduced by half. 

Under the guidance of his GP, 
Richard will be phasing the tablets 
out over the next few months. 
Richard is an inspiration to us all 
and says he feels so much 
healthier. Most importantly, he can 
now have a race with his eight- 
year-old son Dominic when they 
are in the local park! 

You can do a short test on 
http iHwww.nhs .uk/Conditions/Diab 
etes/Pages/Diabetes .aspx to find 
out if you at risk of diabetes. 

There is lots of advice on this 
website and please call in and have 
a chat with your pharmacist if you 
have any concerns and they can 
tell you if you need to see your GP. 

Before I sign off, I would like to 
remind anyone recently discharged 
from hospital to give your 
pharmacist a copy of your 
medication discharge sheet. 

With this, your pharmacist can 
liaise with your doctors to ensure 
you get all your appropriate 
medicines. 


Ambulance chiefs asked to 
explain unacceptable delays’ 



WELSH AMBULANCE chiefs 
have been challenged to explain 
“unacceptable” response delays by 
the Vale AM Jane Hutt.

1 WOULD like to 
begin by 
wishing 
everyone a 
successful and 
happy 2016. I start 
my column with 
some unwelcome 
news - I refer to 
the fact that 
Nat West Bank is 
pulling out of 
Llantwit Major, 
despite the 
protestations from 
residents and my 
cabinet colleague 
Coun Gwyn John, 
who has been 
fighting to keep it 
open. So much for 
the bank that wants 
to help families 
paying bills! 

It was also with 
great concern that I 
received the news that 
Barry Post Office could 
close in a matter of 
months. This is 


disappointing, not only 
for the many residents 
who use it and the staff 
employed at the 
branch, but also after 
so much hard work has 
been put into reviving 
Barry and its town 
centre by this council. 

The closure of the 
post office could be a 
significant setback. 
Therefore, as the 
Leader of Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, I 
have already arranged a 
meeting with key 
figures within the Post 
Office to see what can 
be done to reverse this 
potential decision. 

I intend to impress 
upon them my belief 
that Barry, as the 
largest town in Wales 
needs, and should 
retain, a main post 
office as it provides a 
vital service to the Vale 
of Glamorgan as a 
whole. 

There have, 
however, been many 


positives for the Vale in 
the first four weeks of 
2016. January has seen 
work begin on the £2.9 
million Coldbrook 
flood defence scheme 
for Barry, delivered by 
the Vale Council, with 
funding provided by 
Welsh Government, the 
European Regional 
Development Fund, 
Natural Resources 
Wales and the council. 

The scheme will 
help protect over 200 
homes and three 
schools that were 
affected by flash 
flooding in July 2007. 
Construction work will 
inevitably cause some 
disruption to residents, 
and we would thank 
those affected for their 
patience as we work to 
protect the wider 
community from 
flooding. 

The work should be 
completed by October, 
with updates being 
provided as the work 
progresses, in addition 
to the information 
available online at 
ww w.coldbrookflood .c 
o.uk. 

I am also pleased to 
confirm that the Welsh 
Government announced 
a new £1.96 million 
flood prevention 
scheme for Boverton 
and Llanmaes to begin 
in the next financial 


year, along with a 
commitment of over 
£250,000 from the Vale 
Council, something that 
this administration is 
proud to support as the 
area has suffered 
frequent flooding in 
recent years. 

The work will 
reduce the risk to 
around 17 homes and 
businesses and also 
provide amenity 
improvements. The 
scheme will be built 
alongside and 
complement an existing 
project nearby in 
Llanmaes reducing risk 
to the wider area. 

In addition to these 
investments, the 
council has also agreed 
a £900k investment 
into refurbishment at 
Barry Comprehensive 
School. This will 
include a range of 
interior and exterior 


works which will see 
areas such as the main 
reception, pupils’ 
toilets and the car park 
improved. We are 
carrying out the work, 
as our priority is to 
provide the best 
possible learning 
environments for pupils 
in the Vale, so I’m 
pleased we’ve been 
able to allocate funds 
for improvements at 
Barry Comprehensive. 

These works target 
areas that will bring 
immediate benefit, 
creating a safer, more 
comfortable 
environment for pupils, 
staff and visitors alike. 

On the theme of 
education, when our 
administration took 
control of the council 
we made a 
commitment to 
improve the standard of 
education in the Vale of 


Glamorgan. 

The scale of the task 
was clear soon after the 
election of 2012, when 
an Estyn inspection of 
the council’s education 
department concluded 
that the performance of 
schools at key stages 2 
and 3 was below the 
average for Wales and 
that performance in all 
key stages was weaker 
in 2012 than for the 
previous two years. 

Since then, a huge 
amount of work has 
been undertaken by all 
concerned and I was 
absolutely delighted 
when earlier this month 
we were able to 
announce that 
following their recent 
inspection, Estyn found 
the council to have 
made the highest levels 
of progress possible 
since 2013. Our 
education department 
received the top two 
grades - either ‘strong’ 
or ‘very good’ - for 
their work towards 
each of the six 
recommendations made 
three years ago. 

I would like to thank 
the staff both centrally, 
and in schools, for then- 
outstanding work. 

Since 2012, 
standards have 
improved across the 
board in the Vale’s 
schools and in most 


cases the level of 
improvement has been 
greater than even we 
had predicted. The 
Vale is now often 
ranked in the top three 
counties in Wales and 
standards at all schools 
inspected were judged 
to be either ‘good’ or 
‘excellent’. 

The successes 
highlighted by Estyn 
have been a massive 
factor in the latest 
school categorisation 
results, announced this 
week, which find 
almost half of the 
schools in the Vale in 
the top group and more 
than three quarters of 
our schools in the top 
two (groups one and 
two). 

Even more 
encouraging is that 
more than 80 per cent 
of the schools in the 
Vale have been rated as 
having the highest 
levels of potential for 
further improvement. 
So, not only are our 
schools some of Wales’ 
best, the work of the 
last few years means 
they are likely to 
become even better. 

I hope these recent 
successes will make as 
happy reading for 
parents and pupils as 
they did for me and my 
cabinet colleagues. 
Education is an issue 


that we know is 
important to everyone 
and is something that 
the Vale Council will 
work at and continue to 
deliver. 

I would also like to 
make reference to the 
artworks currently on 
display at the council’s 
Art Central gallery in 
Barry, as the council 
observes Holocaust 
Memorial Day. 

The Gallery is 
hosting a wide ranging 
exhibition entitled 
‘Don’t Stand By: 
Flames for Humanity’s 
Heroes’. Much of the 
artwork on display has 
been created by 
primary schools pupils 
from across the county, 
with support from the 
council’s arts 
development team and 
a local artist. 

The result is a 
powerful tribute to a 
number of very 
difficult issues and is a 
real credit to the young 
people involved. Entry 
to the gallery is free 
and the exhibition is on 
display until the end of 
February. I would 
highly recommend it.

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PENARTH HOCKEY CLUB ROUND-UP 


PENARTH Hockey Club's first XI 
returned to winning ways to tighten their 
grip on top spot in the De Cymru & The 
Marches 1 division of the GoCreaS 
Hockey League, but there wasn't such 
good news for the club's other two teams.

A week on from suffering their first league defeat

Midway through the half, the visitors finally 
showed signs of slowing, while Penarth exhibited 
signs of emerging from the hangover of defeat and, 
perhaps against the run of play, the Vale side opened 
the scoring through a fizzing Laith El-Khatib drag 
flick. 

Buoyed by the goal, the Bears started to take 
control of the game and University frustrations 
began to boil over. After a string of cynical 
challenges, the students collected a yellow card but, 
with Penarth having been made to wait through the 
interval before trying to exert their numerical 
advantage, it was the visitors turn to strike against 
the run of play as a penalty corner that appeared to 
be heading above the legal height of the back board 
was skilfully deflected back below the mark, 
levelling the scores.

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Blast from the 
past - 1985 


T he GEM’S 
BRIAN LEE, 
who has been 
reporting on the Welsh 
hunt-racing scene for 
the past 50 years, takes 
another trip back in 
time, with the help of 
his many press cutting 
scrap books, to when 
Dunraven Stud owner 
David Brace had his 
first winner under 
Rules, and the Vale’s 
Bryn Palling was 
sending out winners on 
a regular basis. 

One man who has a 
keen eye where 
racehorses are 
concerned, is Bridgend 
businessman David 
Brace. 

He bought a two-year- 
old called Blue Raven at 
the Malvern Sales for 
just £800 a couple of 
years ago and after 
breaking the horse in 
himself, he sent it to 
Minehead trainer Philip 
Hobbs last November. 

David and his wife 
Dawn somehow find 
time from running their 
busy Dunraven double 
glazing company to see 
this promising four-year- 
old chestnut gelding run, 
and they were delighted 
when Blue Raven 
recently had a hat-trick 
of wins. 

David, well known as 
a trainer of point-to- 
pointers, said: “After 
Blue Raven was 
unseated at Worcester 
earlier this season, we 
ran him the next day at 
Exeter and and he beat 
his solitary rival 
Shikaree, the long odds- 
on favourite, by seven 
lengths.” 

He added: “A week 
later, we ran him at 
Fontwell and he won 
again unchallenged and 
then at Exeter again. A 
a week later, he stepped 
down from two miles, 
six furlongs to two 
miles, one furlong and 
made all the running to 
win by a neck.” 

Top trainer Martin 
Pipe, who was hoping to 
train all six winners that 
day in his ambition to go 
through the card, said 
that his horse Sozzled, 
who was made an odds- 
on favourite, would find 
it difficult in conceding 
111b to Blue Raven and 
he was certainly proved 
right.' 

And, under the 
heading ‘Bryn Having A 
Bair, I wrote: ‘Bryn 


Palling, who trains 28 
horses at his Ty-Wyth, 
Cowbridge yard, is 
enjoying his best season. 

Palling, who saddled 
his first winner 
Landslide at Stratford in 
1978, has already trained 
13 winners this time. 
Five of these have been 
in races for two-year- 
olds. 

He told me: ‘I get 
great pleasure in 
winning races with two- 
year-olds. You are 
starting off with raw 
material and have to 
teach them the game.’ 

His most recent 
winner, however, was 
three-year-old Carranita 
who, ridden by Terry 
Sprake, scored in good 
style at Yarmouth last 
week. 

One of the fastest 
horses in his yard, this 
filly, who won at 
Goodwood, Chepstow 
and York last season, 
was a very good buy. 

The shrewd Llantristant- 
bom trainer bought her 
for a song - just 850 
guineas. 

Carranita, a syndicate 
horse, is owned by a 
farmer, a hair dresser, a 
computer specialist and 
a chap who sells propane 
gas! She got her name as 
one of the owners 
bought a new car and the 
other had a wife named 
Anita. 

Last season. Palling, 
who also runs a scrap 
metal business, trained 
eight winners on the flat 
and saddled three more 
over the jumps. He is 
full of praise for 23- 
year-old Sprake who 
travels from Newbury at 
least once a week to ride 
out for him. 

Like most other 
trainers, he would like to 
see better prize money 
on offer. 

His pet hate is people 
who are bad losers: “I 
suppose I have been 
lucky to have had some 
good owners.'” 

Bryn’s favourite track 
is Leicester, which has 
been a lucky racetrack 
for him over the years, 
as he has saddled 100 
winners. 

One thing certain is 
that Palling is one of the 
select band of Welsh- 
based trainers who have 
helped to put Wales on 
the horse racing map.

improvements, and the 
Welsh Government has 
allocated funding for the 
project. 

The traffic signals 
installed on the A48 at 
Sycamore Cross were, in 
effect, the first part of the 
scheme. 

Driving the scheme is 
the desire to improve 
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links to Barry and, of 
course, Cardiff Airport 
and St Athan Enterprise 
Zones. 

The cabinet met on 
Monday, January 25, to 
approve the process. An 
earlier report to the 
cabinet said that a total of 
41 ‘parcels’ of land 
would need to be 
purchased, and that the 
expected cost was just 
over £4 million. 

According to the 
report, to save time, a 
‘twin-track’ approach 
will be taken - meaning 
that council officers will 
negotiate to buy the land, 
while at the same time 
the legal work necessary 
for a CPO will be done. 

Under the plans, Five 
Mile Lane’s bends will 
be straightened out, and 
the improved road is set 
to have a 60mph speed 
limit.

on an extensive refit - 
presumably at 

considerable expense - 
and they question 
whether this is good 
value for money for the 
charity. 

Their letter closes by 
saying that they are 
considering reviewing

One local resident told 
The GEM: “It seems that 
people in the Cowbridge 
area donate generously to 
charity shops, but there is 
only so much stuff to go 
round. 

“The more shops there 
are, the thinner that stock 
will be spread, and the 
result will be that each 
shop is less profitable, 
and will therefore send 
less cash to its head 
office.” 

Julie Byard, head of 
retail operations at 
Cancer Research UK, 
said: “Our shops are the 
high street face of the 
charity and investing in 
them is vital. Money 
raised through our new 
shop on Cowbridge High 
Street and our other 
stores forms a very 
significant part of Cancer 
Research UK’s income 
and therefore helps us 
fund research which 
saves more lives 

“The improvements 
we make are designed to 
better reflect the 
surroundings and offer 
customers an enhanced 
shopping experience - as 
well as encouraging 
people to bring in more 
high quality donations 
which can be sold at the 
best possible price 

“We are required to

shops up to a health and 
safety compliant 

standard for both our 
staff, volunteers and 
supporters, all of which 
is completed in a very 
cost effective way. 

“There are 586 Cancer 
Research UK shops 
throughout the UK. Last

Included in the improvement 
scheme are the following: 

• A new 4.8km long, two-lane 
single carriageway road designed to 
current highway standards. This 
includes 1.3km of on line 
improvement at the southern end of 
the scheme (approaching Weycock 
Cross). 

The new highway alignment will 
provide a 7.3m wide carriageway 
with Im hard-strips either side of 
the running surface and will 
provide 2.5m grass verges. 

• The junctions with side roads 
that join the new main road will be 
remodelled. 

• A new bridge will be built to link 
land on either side of the new road 
and also to provide bridleway 
access across the road. 


• Part of the route, from the 
Hawking Centre to Weycock Cross 
Roundabout, will have a new 
cycleway route along the existing 
road, including a new section of 
shared cycleway / footway. 

The Vale Council’s current 
timetable is that works will begin on 
site in 2017, after the scheme goes to 
planning, and allowing for an 
inquiry into the CPO, should one 
occur, and the procurement of the 
main works contract. 

The cost of the scheme is 
currently estimated at £25.8 
including land and property 
acquisition. The scheme is being 
wholly financed through Grant 
funding to the Vale Council from 
Welsh Government.

AFTER five weeks 
without a game 
because of the 
inclement weather 
conditions it was 
back to business for

SENIOR Barclays’ 
representatives faced 
members of the 
community last week 
in a meeting 
organised by local 
MP Alun Cairns, and 
confirmed that their 
decision to close the 
branch would not 
change ‘under any 
circumstances’. 

The Barclays 

representatives were 
subject to intense 
criticism from members 
of the public, who 
expressed outrage at the 
bank’s ‘failure in its duty 
to the community’ and its 
‘greed’. 

One of the 
representatives, Mervyn 
Owen, the Barclays 
manager responsible for 
making the decision, 
explained that the 
continuation of the 
Llantwit branch was not 
commercially viable, due 
to a low footfall and the 
changing paradigm of 
personal banking. 

John Deakin, a 
member of the public 


attending the meeting, 
pointed out: “Barclays 
declared a profit of £3.1 
billion on July 29 for the 
six months ending June 
30, a 25 per cent increase 
on the previous six 
months. 

“A new CEO, James 
Staley, was appointed in 
December on a basic 
salary of £8.24 million, 
with a task of improving 
relations after recent 
scandals. The closure of 
branches is hardly going 
to improve relations. 

Alun Cairns 

commented,: “I am 

disappointed that 

Barclays told us that 
there was no possibility 
of the bank remaining 
open. I share the 
frustration of local 
residents, who are deeply 
concerned for the future 
of the town. 

“I will continue to 
work with Barclays, the 
Post Office and Lloyds, 
to attempt to secure as 
smooth a transition as 
possible for individual, 
charity, church and club 
banking customers .”

LAST week’s meeting of Llantwit Major 
Rotary Club at the West House Hotel was 
followed by a talk from Linda Feagan 
about the Dogs Trust. 

Until eight years ago, this organisation was 
known as the Canine Defence League. A member 
Clarissa Baldwin gave this name and then what was 
to become the well-known slogan ‘A dog is for life 
and not just for Christmas’. 

Linda is based at the Trust’s Bridgend unit, where 
hundreds of dogs are cared for every year. Bridgend 
is one of 20 centres in the UK; they also have one in 
Dublin, and last year cared for 17,000 dogs. 

Some dogs are strays, but many come into the 
Trust’s care because their owners have died, become 


unwell, or have gone into a home. No healthy dog is 
put down. 

Last year, Bridgend rehoused nearly 500 dogs. 
Each dog is micro-chipped, and assessed by 
qualified staff, who then try to find the most suitable 
new owners for each particular animal. 

Re-homed dogs also come with a month’s free 
animal insurance and the pledge that the Trust will 
always take the animal back if the new owners are 
unable to cope. 

Eollowing the talk, president-elect Charles 
Anderson invited questions, of which there were 
many. 

The evening endedwith the speaker being thanked 
by Rotarian Rae Morgan, on behalf of the club, for 
such an informative and interesting talk.

Council plans to push forward 
with Five Mile Lane scheme 


THE Vale Council cabinet has 
taken the decision to pursue a 
series of Compulsory Purchase 
Orders (CPOs) to acquire land 
necessary for improving Five-Mile 
Lane 

The council’s LDP has already set out 
plans for the Five-Mile Lane 
improvements, and the Welsh Government 
has allocated funding for the project. 

The traffic signals installed on the A48 at 
Sycamore Cross were, in effect, the first 
part of the scheme. 

Driving the scheme is the desire to 
improve links to Barry and, of course, 
Cardiff Airport and St Athan Enterprise 
Zones. 

The cabinet met on Monday, January 25, 
to approve the process. An earlier report to 
the cabinet said that a total of 41 ‘parcels’ 
of land would need to be purchased, and 
that the expected cost was just over £4

million. 

According to the report, to save time a 
‘twin track’ approach will be taken - 
meaning that council officers will negotiate 
to buy the land, while at the same time the 
legal work necessary for a CPO will be 
done. 

Under the plans. Five Mile Lane’s bends 
will be will straightened out, and the 
improved road is set to have a 60mph speed 
limit. 

Included in the improvement scheme are 
the following: 

• A new 4.8km long, two-lane single 
carriageway road designed to current 
highway standards. This includes 1.3km of 
on line improvement at the southern end of 
the scheme (approaching Weycock Cross). 

The new highway alignment will provide 
a 7.3m wide carriageway with Im hard- 


strips either side of the running surface and 
will provide 2.5m grass verges. 

• The junctions with side roads that join 
the new main road will be remodelled. 

• A new bridge will be built to link land 
on either side of the new road and also to 
provide bridleway access across the road. 

• Part of the route, from the Hawking 
Centre to Weycock Cross Roundabout, will 
have a new cycleway route along the 
existing road, including a new section of 
shared cycleway / footway. 

The Vale Council’s current timetable is 
that works will begin on site in 2017, after 
the scheme goes to planning, and allowing 
for an inquiry into the CPO, should one 
occur, and the procurement of the main 
works contract. 

The cost of the scheme is currently 
estimated at £25.8 including land and 
property acquisition. The scheme is being 
wholly financed through Grant funding to 
the Vale Council from Welsh Government.

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COPYCAT HEALTH SCARE: 
DOG OWNERS’ RELIEVED 


THE power of social media to spread 
scare stories was illustrated by the 
reaction to a council report in Barry - 
which led to copycat reports all along the 
coast as far as Porthcawl 

It all started when the Vale Council announced on 
Monday morning (January 25) that they had 
temporarily closed Barry Island Beach to dogs, after 
reports that some had become ill. 

A council statement said that tests were being 
conducted, and the council was liaising with local 
vets. 

However, later that day dog owners from as far 






away as Porthcawl were posting that their dogs were 
ill, too. 

The situation escalated after someone posted a 
story about palm oil being washed up on local 
beaches - neglecting to point out that it referred to an 
incident in 2013. 

There were also reports that dogs had died. 

The scare fizzled out yesterday morning (January 
27) when the Vale Council said: “Water samples 
were analysed and the beach itself thoroughly 
inspected after the council received reports of dogs 
becoming unwell after visiting the beach earlier in 
the week. 

“The council has also contacted local vets and 
spoken to the owners who had reported that their 
dogs had become ill. 

“The tests found no contaminants in the water at 
either Whitmore Bay, Barry Island’s main beach, or 
nearby Jacksons Bay. 

“The inspection of the beaches found no evidence 
of any unusual substance, such as the vegetable oil 
that was found in the area in 2013, to have washed 
up on either. The warning signs that were erected 
earlier this week will now be removed.” 

A spokesman for BCBC, speaking on Wednesday, 
said: ““We are aware that the Vale Council is 
currently carrying out an investigation. At this point, 
there haven’t been any reports made to us of dogs 
becoming ill after visiting beaches in Bridgend 
county borough.”

Council’s new 
plan to cope with 
rise in dementia 


AS the number of 
people in Bridgend 
county borough 
with dementia is 
predicted to rise to 
over 3,000 by the 
year 2030, a new 
strategy has been 
created so that 
those people and 
their families can 
receive the respect, 
help and support 
they need to enjoy 
a better quality of 
life. 

Cabinet members 
from Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have approved 
the new ‘Dementia 
Strategy 2015-2018’, 
which has been 
prepared by the local 
authority together with 
ABMU Health Board 
following extensive 
consultation with 
service users, their 
families and carers. 

The strategy analyses 
the current provision, 
looks at the local and 
national challenges, and 
highlights key priorities 
for work to be 
undertaken over the 
next three years. 

Coun Phil White, 
BCBC’s cabinet 
member for adult social 
care, health and 
wellbeing, said: “In 
2001, there were 1,461 
people in Bridgend 
county borough who 
had been diagnosed 
with dementia, while

that figure increased to 
1,704 in 2011 and is 
expected to rise further 
over the next decade. 

“Also, recent 
research has found that 
the projected number of 
people with dementia 
here is greater than in 
many other local 
authorities elsewhere in 
Wales, so we do face 
some specific 
challenges. 

“This strategy has 
been developed to help 
enable a better quality 
of life for those people 
living with dementia, at 
whatever stage of their 
condition. People who 
need support and 
treatment should receive 
it as early as possible, at 
the right place and from 
the right person. We 
want to make a positive 
difference for local 
people living with 
dementia, and for those 
who care for them.” 

Dementia describes 
the symptoms that occur 
when the brain is 
affected by certain 
diseases or conditions. 
The impact of dementia 
is significant, and there 
over 100 different types 
of dementia, although 
some are far more 
common than others. 

All types of dementia 
are progressive, which 
means that the person’s 
ability to remember, 
understand, 
communicate and 
reason gradually 
declines over time. 
However, many people 
with dementia can lead 
active and fulfilling 
lives for many years. 

Coun White added: 
“What we know from 
people living with 
dementia is that if 
people receive an early 
diagnosis of dementia 
and they are given 


access to appropriate 
information, support 
and care then it is 
possible to live well 
with dementia. 

“An early diagnosis 
is essential and this is 
one of the key priorities 
in the strategy. 

Improved training for 
those delivering care is 
also important, as is 
research. 

“We also want to 
have better joint 
working across health, 
social care, the third 
sector and other 
agencies, while other 
key local priorities are 
to support independence 
in our communities, 
make transport as 
accessible as possible, 
and improve the 
accommodation 
available for people 
with dementia, such as 
suitable care homes and 
respite care. 

“Our long-term 
vision is to create 
‘dementia supportive 
communities’, and to 
achieve this will require 
a change in attitudes 
and behaviour towards 
dementia at all levels of 
society.”

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Restaurant failings 
*posed a real risk 
of food poisoning* 


THE owner of a 

Chinese takeaway 
in Porthcawl has 
been fined nearly 
£5,000 - after 
pleading guilty to a 
string of food 
hygiene offences 
which posed a 
serious risk of food 
poisoning. 

Food safety officers 
from Bridgend County 
Borough Council found 
several breaches of food 
hygiene regulations, 
when they visited the 
Rising Moon takeaway 
on New Road, 

Porthcawl, in March 
2015. 

The investigations 
began after the owner, 
Mr Na Shi, failed to 
display the required 
Food Hygiene Rating 
Scheme sticker for the 
premises, to show that it 
had a zero rating, 
indicating that ‘urgent 
improvement’ was 
necessary. 

When council officers 
visited the premises to 
address this issue, a 
multitude of food 
hygiene failings were 
uncovered, and it was 
established that the 
conditions were so poor 
that they posed a serious 
risk of food poisoning. 

The officers found 
cooked pork that was 
defrosting in dirty warm 
water, heavily 
contaminated with food 
debris and grease. 

Cooked rice had been 
left for over a day 
outside of the 
temperature control 
limits that would have 
kept it safe, and cooked 
rice was also being kept 
in dirty food containers. 

Cooked crispy beef, 
crispy pork and chicken 
balls were found on the 
kitchen floor at room 
temperature, while staff 
were wearing dirty 
clothing; scourers and 
cloths were also dirty, 
and there were severe 



cross-contamination 
dangers between raw 
and cooked foods. 

When he appeared at 
Bridgend Magistrates’ 
Court on January 11, 

Mr Na Shi pleaded 
guilty to a total of 12 
food hygiene offences, 
and he was fined £1,800 
by the Magistrates. He 
was also ordered to pay 
costs of £2,304.22, legal 
fees of £600 and a 
victim surcharge of £20, 
making a total of 
£4,724.22. 

The court also heard 
how Mr Na Shi’s 
premises currently has a 
Food Hygiene Rating 
Scheme score of ‘2’ out 
of a possible top rating 


of the Joint Committee 
for Shared Regulatory 
Services said: “This was 
a serious case in which 
conditions at the 
premises posed a real 
risk of food poisoning. 

“What makes this 
case particularly 
concerning, is the fact

Joy as sisters 
are reunited 
after 70 years!

A 70-YEAR search has ended 
with an emotional, but joyful 
re-union for two sisters 
separated by time and 
circumstance in the Sandville 
Self Help Centre at Ton 
Kenfig. 

Janette Miller-Spice of Orpington, 
Kent, has been searching for her 
younger sister, Sandra, for 70-odd 
years and has only recently had 
success and fulfilment in this 
seemingly unsolvable quest. 

When Sandra was born, the younger 
of two sisters, her mother was 
tragically struck down by a stroke from 
which she did not recover and passed 
away. Following her mother’s 
untimely death, Sandra’s father 
(Frederick William Miller-Spice) 
attempted to provide care for her, but 
finally agreed for her to be adopted. 

From the age of two, Sandra had a 
wonderful upbringing with her 
adoptive parents, John (Jack) and 
Muriel Watkins and their family. 
Sandra eventually married Donald 
Jones and now 50 years-plus on, they 
have two children, Stephen and 
Deborah, and seven grandchildren. 


The irony of it all is that Sandra only 
learned that she had a sister, Janette, 
when she recently made enquiries 
about her birth certificate. She had 
been christened Veronica Sylvia 
Sandra Spice by her mother, Mary Ann 
Feeley. Having little knowledge of 
details of her adoption, and believing 
she was orphaned in hospital at birth, 
Sandra was unaware that Janette had 
been searching for her throughout her 
adult life. 

Jeanette was 10 years Sandra’s 
senior and remembers being with her 
younger sister right up until Sandra 
was adopted at two years of age. Left 
traumatised for all of her life, 
following the loss of her much loved 
mother and her baby sister whom she 
adored, Janette spent seven decades 
searching, only to be thwarted by the 
strict rules of confidentiality applied 
by the Adoption Agency. 

Now the search is over and the two 
sisters have been reunited again. 
Janette journeyed to Wales and had a 
very joyful and emotional meeting 
with Sandra. Once two strangers, two 
worlds apart, the two sisters are busy 
getting to know one another after so 
long apart and ensuring that they are 
not separated again.

‘DANGEROUS’ ROAD 
IN BUSY PENCOED 


PENCOED town 
councillors, BCBC 
councillors and local 
residents have joined 
Ogmore’s Janice 
Gregory AM and 
Huw Irranca-Davies 
MP, to demand 
action on the 
dangerous traffic 
problems on a busy 
main road in 
Pencoed, “before 
someone is seriously 
hurt or worse”. 

There have been 
increasing concerns for 
residents over the 
congested traffic and the 
safety of pedestrians 
crossing to and from 
Greggs Bakery and 
Tesco’s store on 
Coychurch Road, and 
outside the adjacent 
Texaco petrol station. 

Many children also 
cross the busy road on 
the way to and from 
school, rugby fields and 
Pencoed swimming pool. 
Emergency medical 
vehicles also exit onto 
Coychurch Road from 
the nearby Pencoed 
Medical Centre. 

They say the matter 
has come to a head 
following a recent 
accident involving two 
children, who were taken 
to hospital after being hit 
by a car while crossing 
the road. Thankfully, the 



two local children were 
later discharged from 
hospital with minor 
injuries, but campaigners 
feel that it is only a 
matter of time before a 
far more serious accident 
occurs. 

Ogmore MP Huw 
Irranca-Davies said: 
“This has always been a 
busy section of road, 
with people having to 
take great care to cross 
the road because of 
drivers exiting the petrol 
station. But it is now ten 
times worse because of 
the cars entering and 
exiting the narrow 
entrance to Tesco and 


Greggs, causing traffic 
hold-ups and making 
crossing the road far 
more dangerous. 

“We must get a 
solution which is good 
for local businesses, but 
also protects public 
safety and pedestrians 
crossing this busy stretch 
of road.” 

Town Mayor Coun 
Jim Hancock said: 
“Sadly, our worst fears 
came true last weekend 
but, fortunately, without 
any serious injury. This 
junction needs urgent 
attention by the 
highways department to 


ensure that another 
incident does not occur. 
We are grateful for the 
support of Janice 
Gregory and Huw 
Irranca-Davies.” 

AM Janice Gregory 
added: “I live in Pencoed 
and see these problems 
daily, and while we all 
want to see our 
businesses thrive, the 
safety of local residents 
is paramount. 

“I am sure that with 
goodwill on all sides, we 
can find a solution which 
keeps people safe, and 
lets our businesses 
prosper, too.”

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Local lifeboat stations are 
two of the busiest in Wales 


PORTHCAWL and 
Penarth lifeboat 
stations were among 
the busiest in Wales - 
acording to figures 
for 2015 released this 
week by the RNLI. 

The busiest of the 30 
stations was The 
Mumbles, with a total of 
98 launches for the 
Tamar all-weather 
lifeboat and inshore 
lifeboat combined. This 
is compared with 60 
launches in 2014. It also 
rescued more people than 
anywhere else in Wales 
with 122 people rescued 
in 2015, compared with 
82 in 2014. 

The second busiest 
station was Porthcawl 
with 73 launches during 
the year, the same figure 
as in 2014. Porthcawl 
was named the busiest 
inshore lifeboat station in 
Wales. Following 

closely behind was Burry 
Port, with a total of 57 
launches during the year. 

Across Wales the 
charity’s lifeboats 
launched 1,058 times and 
rescued 1,029 people. 
RNLI lifeguards in Wales 
had another busy 
summer in 2015,

responding to 815 
incidents and assisting 
901 people on 32 
beaches. 

Penarth had a 
consistently busy year, 
with 46 launches in 2015, 
compared with 40 in 
2014. Its inshore 
lifeboats rescued more 
people than anywhere 
else in Wales, during 
2015 with 75 people 
rescued during the year. 
Barry Dock saw lifeboat 
launches more than 
double from 20 in 2014 
to 45 in 2015. 

Volunteers from a 




number of Welsh stations 
were kept exceptionally 
busy due to their roles 
with the charity’s Flood 
Rescue Team. Rising 
flood waters saw a 
number of deployments 
throughout December, 
with much activity 
focused around 

Cockermouth, Cumbria 
and Carlisle. 

Welsh volunteers with 
specialist swift water 
rescue joined colleagues 
from across the UK, 
assisting 337 people and 
rescuing 74 people in 
distress. 


Nationally, during 
2015 volunteer lifeboat 
crews rescued 7,973 
people while the 
charity’s lifeguards 
rescued 1,790 people 
around UK and Irish 
coastal waters. 

Nicola Davies, 

Community Incident 
Reduction Manager for 
the RNLI said: “We 
would like to thank all of 
our volunteers for their 
tireless hard work and 
dedication over the last 
12 months; without our 
volunteers, fundraisers, 
education teams our 
lifesaving service would 
not operate. 

“The volunteer 

lifeboat crews carry 

pagers 24/7, never 
knowing what may lie 
ahead when the alarm is 
raised. The most 

frequent type of call out 

was to bring people 
ashore, with 261 

incidents of this nature in 
2014 - the highest since 
2011 . 

“This is followed 
closely by call outs to 
power pleasure craft (206 
incidents) and then sail 
pleasure craft (196).”

1968 (47 years ago) that 
the very first Twelfth 
Night Fancy Dress Ball 
was held and guess who 
won the first prize for the 
best group fancy dress?

The chair of Emmaus 
South Wales, Mr John 
Noble, said: “I am

South Wales Community 
building and that 
Carwyn Jones AM has 
shown his support for 
what Emmaus is trying 
to do for formerly 
homeless people. We 
want to make a real 
difference for people 
trying to get out of 
homelessness and on 
with their lives.” 

Carwyn Jones said: “I 
was delighted to open 
Nant Lais, the first 
Emmaus Community 
Home in Wales. The 
Emmaus Community 
Home will help some of 
the poorest individuals 
in society and give them 
access to a safe place to 
live and offer a 
supportive environment 
where they can start to 
rebuild their lives and 
regain their self esteem.

R amblers 

UK’s survey of 
footpaths in 
Wales and England, 
the Big Path watch, is 
expected to be 
published in the 
spring. 

The survey was 
undertaken by volunteers 
who each adopted a 
number of one-kilometre 
squares from the 
Ordnance Survey map, 
and attempted to walk 
each footpath within 
their squares, recording 
comments on the Big 
Pathwatch website. 

The Glamorgan area 
was the most productive 
in Wales, with 42 per 
cent of the squares (940 
out of 2,243) surveyed, 
but the area is also 
blessed with 13 
individual rambler 
groups. 

Within Glamorgan, 
Bridgend county 


borough has had 61 per 
cent (150 of its 246 
square kilometres) 
surveyed. 

We await the final 
report to see how many 
issues there are to be 
resolved. The challenge 
will then be to see how 
BCBC and the local 
landowners respond to 
the findings. 

Walking is an 
important means of 
maintaining and 
developing good 
health - both physical 
and mental. Footpaths 
are vital assets that need 
to be maintained for 
residents, and 
increasingly as a means 
of attracting visitors and 
tourists, to enjoy what 
we have to offer and 
assist our economy.

LEN TEW from 
Maesteg, a 

volunteer at the 
Sandville Self Help 
Centre, Ton Kenfig, 
recently won two 
gold medals at the 
Welsh Masters 
Indoor Athletics 
Championships in 
the National Indoor 
Athletics Centre 
(NIAC), Cardiff-at 
the age of 80-plus! 

Not only did Len win 
a gold in the 200 metres 
track race with a time of 


39 seconds, but he won 
another gold in the 800 
metres and set a new 
British record time of 3 
minutes 39 seconds.

However, the tenacity 
of the home side paid off 
just before half-time 
when Barry second row 
forward Glyn Jones 
transgressed and was 
given a 10 minute break 
on the touchline.

Strange, whose assistant coaches are 
Geraint Lewis, Chris Horsman and 
Richard Hodges, added: “We know 
playing Ireland away will be a tough 
challenge, but as a result of teams 
changing so much from one season to the 
next at this age, we will be focussing on 
our own game and ensuring we are well 
prepared.
